The congregation of the First Baptist 
church last night accepted the resignation 
of Dr. Hawthorne and appointed a com- 
mittee to recommend to the church his suc- 
cessor, 

This action finally terminates the efforts 
that have been in progress to keep Dr. 
Hawthorne in Atlanta, and his removal 
to Nashville on the ‘st of May is now a 
certainty. 

It has been felt for several days that 
further efforts to keep Dr. Hawthorne in 
Atlanta would be The committee 
appointed by the church to confer with the 
Nashville church met with but little en- 
couragemen. from Nashville. A meeting 
of the congregation called last night 
to receive the report otethis committee, 
Which stated with great sorrow that 
further efforts to rétain beloved 
pastor would be useless, and recommended 
that Dr. Hawthorne's resignation be ac- 
cepted. This report was unanimously ac- 
cepted. 

The meeting

the proceedings were characterized by a 
solemnity which bespoke the deep feeling 
of regret that hung over the whole church 
at the loss of Dr. Hawthorne. The doctor 
Was rYot present himself, having gone out 
to his Manchester home early in the after- 
neon, and in his absence Governor Northen 
oceupied the chair. The motion to accept 
the report of the board of deacons having 
been unanimously adopted, a motion was 
made to appoint a committee to prepare 
suitable resolutions expressing the feelings 
of the church at losing their pastor. A 
committee, consisting of Mr. H. H. Cab- 
aniss, Dr. J. R. Hopkins, Dr. G. G. Roy, 
Colonel B. F. Abbott and Mr. Henderson 
Hallman, was appointed for this purpose. 
They will meet in a few days and draft 
resolutions on Dr. Hawthorne's departure. 
The same ccmmittee was also commission- 
ed to notify him officially of the accept- 
ance of his resignation. 

To Choose a Pastor. 

The board of deacons of the church was 
instructed to add a sufficient number of lay 
members to make fifty in all to act as a 
committee on the pastoral succession and 
report to the church. They were instructed 
to be deliberate in their action, and take all 
the time required to act on the important 
and difficult task of selecting a man to suc- 
ceed Dr. Hawthorne. The committee will 
act accordimgly, and it may be several 
months before the question of the pastoral 
succession is settled. 

In the meantime a committee on pulpit 
supply has been appointed, whose duty it 
will be to see that the pulpit is filled regu- 
larly until a pastor is chosen.

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Fight Occurred Three Weeks Ago—Cor- 
oner Paden Held an Inquest—A 
Verdict of Manslaughter. 


A very strange case of manslaughter was 
brought to light last night by the officials.

Coroner Paden was notified of the death 
and held an inquest over the body, Which 
lasted for ten days, ending yesterday af- 
ternoon. The circumstances of the fight 
were carefully reviewed in thé evidence, 
and the jury brought in a verdict of man- 
Slaughter, Crymes having come tto his 
death at the hands of Jesse Coleman. 

The officers were notified of the verdict, © 
and search was immediately instituted for 
Coleman, but up to a late hour last night 
he had not been caught. He will be prose- 
cuted to the fullest extent of the law for 
manslaughter when captured.

Jake Marks, the banker of the colony of 
Russian Jews on Decatur street, has been 
arrested .n Bessemer, Ala., and will 
brought back to Atlanta today, where he 
Will be given trial for larceny after trust. 

Marks was formerly a merchant of De- 
catur street. After his failure several 
weeks ago he left this city and has been 
at large, although an indictment has been 
resting against him for some time. In 
this indictment H. Gravatte appears as the 
prosecutor, but he represents a number 
of Russian Jews whose experience with 
the wily merchant has cost them dear. 

In spite of the impoverished appearance 
of their surroundings, the Russian Jews 
in Atlanta are a thrifty set compared with 
their condition in other cities. Upon the 
lower quarter of Decatur street most of 
them Keep stores with a miscellaneous as- 
sortment of wares, upon the sale of which 
It is their custom to lay by

Gravatte was one of these. He has been 
in America only a short time and his dia- 
lect is of the most peculiar style. He came 
to America without his family and his 
savings were stored up for the purpose 
of bringing his wife and children across 
the water. For many months he Kept his 
funds in a savings bank, as he was told 
that this was the best way to accumulate. 

Marks, he says, came into his life when 
he had saved about $300, which was almost 
enough to bring his family to him. The 
merchant heard that this amount was de- 
posited in bank and advised the Russian 
that it was unsafe there, telling him that 
the banks frequently failed, and tnat it 
Was not a good investment to keep his 
money there. The Jew wanted to Know 
what he must do with his money if he did 
not keep it in bank. Marks advised him 
that he could Keep the money just as good 
as a bank: that he was safe and would 
not fail like a bank. He would have the 
cash always on hand, ready to be called for 
at any time. 

Gravatte yielded to this request and de- 
ciced that it was the best investment. 
was followed by a number of his country- 
men, who took their savings from the banks 
and deposited them with Marks. Several 
weeks ago the merchant failed. There was 
terror on Decatur street. The Jews rushed 
into the store. Marks assured them that 
their mon?’y was secure and as a proof 
opened his safe and Showed that it was 
there to the last penny.

Inquiries are multiplying and the pros- 
pectors are dropping in all the time. To- 
day there are in Georgia men who have 
had long experience all through the west 
and some from Africa. 

“I know of dozens of properties in Geor- 
gia which, if they were at Cripple Creek, 
would sell for a millionfdollars,” said an 
old Colorado miner yesterday. 

“There is pay ore in a dozen counties 
in this state,” said Mr. G. W. Thompson, 
of Gwinnett. “We have plenty of it in 
our county and it is in other counties, 
too. I am not one who claims that my 
county has all the best ore. Some coun- 
ties may have richer ore than ours, but 
we have veins in Gwinnett which the mill 
tests show carry more than $12 of gold to 
the ton, and the tailings assayed $2.06, 
enough to pay the expenses of mining.”

It is encouraging, 
too, to know that the mining engineer 
who recommended this property is one 
who, it is said, has never reported ad- 
versely upon a property that his judgment 
was not proved to be correct later, and 
every ‘property he has recommended has 
turned out to be better than he claimed 
it would be, He is extremely conserva- 
tive, and when he says a property is 
good, it proves to be so. He gets. a 
large fee, too, for his opinions on mines, 
and he saves investors many times. 

Mr. Howland remained over yesterday. 
He has done a great deal to revive inter- 
est in Georgia gold mining. He talks 
with firm convictions about the gold ores. 
His idea is to organize a company with 
sufficient capital to work on a large scale.
